Emir Feisal saw plainly the heavy 
task that lay before him, a task he 
knew to be too great unless he had 
the guarantee of foreign support, and 
with the simple directness that char- 
acterizes him, he stared quite openly 
that be would prefer to return to 
Mecea and leave Vatnascus in the 
hands n the allies. than to ruin his 
dearest hope of re-establishing Mos- 
lein rule there permanently, by at- 
tempting to hold the reins of govern- 
ment wilheut the knowledge that the 
necessary power was forthcoming to 
establish his position. 

So, with a view to ascertaining the 
precise state of affairs, he sailed to 
Frauce with a twofold purpose in 
December, 1918. He went, as he said 
himself, firstly, to Gt himself to re.

The proverbial “fly in amber“ is 
strikingly exemplified in a collection 
of red amber from Burma recently 
presented to the British Museum by 
Mr. R. C. J. Swinhoe, of Mandalay.

It there should be no 
choice in iocation, and this cannot 
be done, then the well should be 
kept a considerable distance from 
such contaminations, at least 100 
feet in clay, and 200 feet or more 
in sandy soils, and the cribbing and 
top of the well specially protected 
as detailed later against the entrance 
of any seepage and surface washings.

It was upon 
her marriage to Philip the Good, 
Duke of Burgundy, that he founded 
the famous knightly order of the 
Golden Fleece. 

In 1829 supporters of Maria da 
Gloria against Miguel, in the strug- 
gle for the Portuguese crown, esta b- 
lished themselves on islands and 
for the three years following Queen 
Maria lived at Angra, one of the sea- 
ports of importance. Others are 
Ponta Delgada and Horta. 

Treasure fleéts from the West In- 
dies in olden days put in at the 
Adres. Celebrated in British naval 
tradition is the exploit of Sir Richard 
Grenville, whose ship, Revenege, ac- 
cidentally separated from its fleet, 
lreld out for 15 hours against 15 
Spanish ships.

he Eiffel Tower of Paris has play- 
ed quite an important role in the 
history of the war, and this in spite 
of the fact that, a few years ago, 
the end of its carter as a structure | 
was believed to be impending.

For the drainage of tilled hiltsides 
a system of under-drainage is some- 
times used successfully. The amount 
of erosion ot thé land largely de- 
pends on its condition, If the sur- 
face soil can be kept firm the erosion 
will be lessened. Soft spots on the 
hillside, though, frequently occur as 
a result of seepage water from above 
which has penetrated the surface 
soil and reached an impervious layer 
and thus deflected to the surface on 
the side of the hill. Water flowing 
over this with considerable force will 
naturally wash it away more easily 
than the firmer soil free from this 
seepage water. 
if tile drains are so laid to inter- 
cept this stepage water, considerable 
erosion can be prevented, If the hill- 
side is comparatively steep, drains 
laid at an angle to the in e will be 
more satisfactory. They will natural- 
ly intercept all of the water flowing 
through the soil above them. Also 
the grade will be less and the drains 
are not so liable to be affected by the 
water moving slowly through them.

Methods of Keeping Cow: Records. 

Four things are necessary for keep- 
ing cow records: 

13 monthly milk sheet, ruled so 
that there shall be a column for re- 
cording the weight of the morning 
and evening milking of each cow for 
each day of the month, though some 
use a sheet ruled for three days only, 
and estimate the weight of milk given

The city is situated on a low-lying , 
sandy peninsula which separates the ; 
nearly tideless Baltic from the Lake 
of Libau. It is in a high latitude, | 
fewer than 250 miles south of that 
of Petrograd. 

A somewhat angular architecture 
betokened Libau’s divergence from 
the prevailing type of Russian cities, 
Other evidences, ranging from its 
non-Slavic population, incleding 
many Jews, to its street signs in 
Russian, German and Lettish, gave 
testimony that it was Russian by its 
adoption. 

At first only a fishing village. 
Libau later became a possession of 
the Livonian Brothers of the Sword, 
whose members wor white mantles 
embroidered with red crosses. In a 
very literal sense the Germans who 
made up the order came “not to 
bring peace but a sword,” and the 
only choice of the cee ie was 
to accept death or tine perverted 
Christianity of the conquerers. Grad- 
ually they learned that conversion“ 
meant virtual slavery. Whereupon 
many of the more spirited bathed 
again in the Dvina, to undo their 
enforced baptism and returned 0 
their pagan worship. 

Early in the fifteenth century 
Libau was burned by the Lithuanians 
and 150 years later was’ given in 
pawn to a Russian duke. 

Concerned in Libau's history were 
two of Europe's most kingly mon- 
archs, Peter the Great of Russia and 
Charles XII of Sweden. The latter, 
intensively trained for statesmanship 
and precocious, as was Gustavius 
Adolphus, but destined to be a sol- 
dier, captured Libau in 1701 and as- 
sessed its citizens to help fortify it. 

Peter the Great, while trayeling 
about Europe to acquire such useful, 
even if unkingly, arts as ship build- 
ing, engraving, physiology and gun- 
nery, stopped at Libau. The house 
where he stayed was pointed out to 
the pre-war visitors to Libau. 

In 1795 Libau became a Russian 
town. Seventeen years later Mac- 

d. who had won a marshal's 
daton at Wagram by piercing the 
Austrian centre and saving the day 
for the French, occupied the city with 
the Prussian allies of Napoleon in 
the disastrous Moscow campaign. 

A channel connecting the sea and 


lake was dug in 1703 and the modern : 


town grew on both banks of this ar- 
tificial waterway. On the left bank, 
before the world war began, were 
factories engaged in the manufacture 
of munitions, soap, furniture, farm 
implements, rope and matches. 
There also were numerous grain ele- 
vators and sawmills, for Libau had 
railway connection with Russia's 
most productive wheat rekions and

Both the Spanish and the Portuguese 
claimed the islands, the former call- 
ing them the Isles de Poniente, and 
the latter bestowing the name of 
Islas de Oriente upon their discovery. 
Spain eventually made good her 
claim, and held the islands until 
they were sold to ihe United States 
in 1899 for $20,000,000. Fora brief 
period between 1762 and 1764, the 
city of Manila was held by the Brit- 
ish, but they surrendered it to Spain 
upon payment of a ransom of 
, $5,000,000. 


Holidays In Burma. 


Most Government offices in Burma 
as well as large private offices have 
men of half a dozen or more relig- 
ions or castes serving in them.

Turkey and Bulgaria is a d- 
ficult matter, but the Bulgars claim 


always asserted their general super- 
iority over the Turks, so a snap ver- 
diet, even with Armenia in mind, 
would incline to give Bulgaria frat 
place as a foul fighter and ravisher. 

There is little danger that Bul- 
garia’s awful offences will be over- 
looked, and the probability is that 
in proportion to the number of her 
army, more Bulgarians will be hand- 
ed over for trial than either Ger- 
mans or Turks. The Bulgarian atro 
cities committed against the Serb- 
ians have been the subject of a spe- 
cial investigation by the Allied pow- 
ers, an internation commission hav- 
ing carefully examined all the evi- 
tience. The report it has made is one 
of the moat terrible ever drawn up, 
and is hardly surpassed by the re- 
port on the Armenian massacres. 
Many of the detaile are absolutely 
unfit for print, for 0 many of the 
crimes were tHose against women. 
to have out- 
stripped even the Turks in their 
‘treatment of the women in the 


a number of Macedonian women in 
the village of Bogumil told them not 
to be afraid of the Bulgarian 
dier who visited them; “even if they 
tound themselves with child, there 
would be no harm in it.” With this 
sort of ecclesiatical sanction it can 
be imagined how the 


In one district the Bulgars com- 
mitted 140 murders; there were 235 
cases of flogging; 51 of torture; 24 
of rape: 187 of blackmail, and 316 
of arson. Among the murders’ were 
cases in which the victims were 
burnt alive. In March, 1917, the 
Bulgarians assembled about 500 
people from eight villages, marched 
them two miles and then fell upon 
them with bayonets and knives, kill- 
ing every one. Official Bulgarian 
documents admit deporting Serbs by 
wholesale, and note that parents 
were separated from their children. 
In one such convoy of 110 persons, 
fifty children less than ten years old 
died en route. The words of the 
Bulgarian Premier, Radoslavoff, con- 
stitute damning evidence, for he said 
that, “although the Serbian state 
might exist again, the Serbian nation 
will be dead.” Of 8,000 interned 
prisoners, 4,000 died. In the official 
list of those murdered are the names 
of 148 priests. Instead of their eall- 
ing being a protection to them it 
appeared to be an incitement to the 
Bulgars who believed that the priests 
were trying to keep alive the Serb- 
ian tradition of nationality, and it 
was to obliterate this racial feel- 
ing that the Bulgars organized 
their massacres. 

When the Bulgars invaded Serbia 
they had every intention of remain- 
ing there forever, and therefore the 
soldiers at once set about the task 
of “assimilating” the natives. They 
were instructed that no mercy or 
consideration should be shown to 
any who called themselves Serbs; 
only “when they had been taught 
that they were Bulgars” could they 
be treated as human beings. Their 
propagandists closely followed the 
army, teaching the inhabitants of 
the occupied territory that they were 
in trdth Bulgars, not only through 
conquest but by racial descent. An 
official order issued not a year ago 
instructed the soldiers that the Serb- 
lan people were to be divided into 
five classes: (1) Those who are not | 
sure and who are to be prosecuted. 
(2) Those who are not sure and who 
are to be investigated. (3) Those 
who are neutral. (4) Those who are 
sure. (5) Those who are completely 
sure and who merit being rewarded. | 
To carry on the propagands Bul- 
garian schools were established, and 
attendance on the part of the Ser- 
bian children was comoulsory. Thege 
the children were tadght that they 
were Bulgarians and that they ought 
to love the Bulgarians, against whom 
their fathers, perhaps, were fighting, 
and who had outraged their mothers, 

The Serbian language was every- 
where forbidden. Tombs were dese- 
crated in order that Bulgarian names 
might be substituted on the head- 
stones for Serbian. Birth registers 
and other official documents were 
altered in order that only Bulgari 
names might appear. In #0 
cases the tombstones were removed 
and the graves levelled of the Serb- 
ians who had fallen in the war of 

1912 and 1913. The newly-born 
children had to bear B 
names,.and certain Serbian names 
that had no counterpart in the Bul- 
gar language were forbidden. Dea 
for the men and dishonor for the wo- 
men was the principle upon which 
the Bulgars carried on their am- 
paige. :

Japanese Far From Democracy. 


To achieve democratic control of 
the state is a goal out of the reach 
of the Japanese until new lines of 
endeavor are adopted. Constitutional 
reform must be accomplished. So 
long as all the parties put mainte- 
nance of the constitution at the head 
of their statements of principles, pro- 
jects for the amendment of the fun- 
damental law are out of the question 
as practical political measures. With- 
out new constitutional provisions the 
Diet cannot obtain substantive pow- 
ers in legislation, and it cannot en- 
force responsibility upon the Cab- 
inet. The rules of the Privy Council 
must likewise be amended so that 
the Ministerial posts of the army and 
navy may be on the same footing as 
the others. To support such a. series 
of changes the franchise must be 
greatly extended so as to include all 
adult males. The old lines of pro- 
gress toward democracy have been | 
followed as far as they lead.
